It Is not so long since the so-called learned profes- 
sions were the sole attraction of men of education and 
Commerce ‘efined men. The physician, for in- 
and the stance, commanded respect of an excep- 
Learned tional nature in his community. Respect 
Professions. that was not always contingent upon 
his possessing a good reputation. Socially he stood 
head and shoulders over us his brethren engaged in 
plebeian commerce, and he would find his compensa- 
tion in honor for his leanness of purse and shabby 
gentility. Commerce was left to the wholly despised 
but necessary tradesman. The learned professions 
crew beneath them the line which separated them 
socially from their tradesman, be he the prince of 
commerce or his humble brother, the retailer. 

Could the English barrister of the last century be 
set down in New York or Chicago to-day, he would 
be filled with amazement at the standing of his pro- 
fession as it now is. The modern lawyer has lost 
practically all the ancient dignity which in former 
years was attached to his profession and nowadays 
distinction, merely because of a profession, is un- 
known. It comes only to a few men, even in large 
centers and then only as the result of particularly 
brilliant accomplishments. It does not accompany 
the profession. Every one is assumed to be at least 
moderately educated to-day, and there are men guid- 
ing the destiny of railroads, insurance and other cor- 
porations not to mention many of the smaller busi- 
nesses whose attainments and training would amply 
qualify them as presidents of universities or to sit 
upon the benches of the highest tribunals. 

The great spread of commerce and its wonderful 
erowth have commercialized the law and in a lesser 
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degree the other professions and arts. The average 
lawyer is practically nothing more than an indepen- 
dent clerk. The commercial magnate calls him, tells 
him what must be done, even dictating the legal pro- 
cedure by which the object should be attained, leaving 
the lawyer to attend to the detail work. Dignity in 
the law has taken itself to rural communities. Com- 
merce is supreme. The terms tradesman and shop- 
keeper have practically passed out of existence in this 
country, and the term business man covers a wide 
range. The proprietor of a notion store shares its 
possession in common with the head of the trust which 
controls his commodities. Even the executive of the 
nation is proud when able to say that his administra- 
tion has been conducted upon business lines. 

Men of great ability are beginning to realize that 
the expenditure of their energy in competition with a 
host of other capable men in the practice of the law 
cannot compensate them at the ratio proportionate to 
them which is theirs as the head of a large commer- 
cial institution, especially when that compensation be 
computed in dollars and cents. Commerce is all su- 
preme and will remain so, living as we do to-day in an 
aristocracy of money. 








THE crying need for trade schools in this country 
must within a short time meet with some response 
on the part of the thinking public. This 
country is now at the high water mark 
of prosperity, the trade balance was 
never so great ag now, and while all this 
gives us the right to be proud of the wonderful strides 
we have made, yet there remains to be removed the 
proverbial fly in the ointment. The ability of this 
country to outstrip its competitors in the markets of 
the world is not due to its ability to Sell the highest 
quality at the lowest prices, but unfortunately has 
turned on considerations of cheapness and quantity 
and not on considerations of quality. American manu- 
facturers make things cheaper, not better, than their 
competitors. If we seek the reason for this, we find 
it in the fact that the home manufacturer under- 
stands better how to organize production on a vast 
scale and utilize machinery without limit. The logical 
result of this uglimited use of machinery is that the em- 
ployes tending these machines become dwarfed intel- 
lectually and the employer finds the difficulty of 
getting men qualified for the higher commercial posi- 
tions becoming greater and greater. The problem of 
counteracting this tendency is one to which manu- 
facturers in every part of the country must turn their 
attention. The remedy is not far to seek. 

The phenomenal progress in commerce made by 
Germany during the last century may be ascribed in 
no small degree to their system of continuation or 
trade schools. Designed as they are to improve the 
equipment of the industrial worker, statistics show 
that the youths of Germany embrace enthusiastically 
this opportunity to acquire outside of working hours 
a knowledge of the principles and the practical opera- 
tions of their particular trade. It must be borne in 
mind, also, that the German youth has his commer- 
cial career interrupted for a period of years during 
which he must perform his compulsory military duties, 
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Schools. 
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and yet it cannot be seriously contended that he is 
not the superior of his American brother in his 
knowledge of the principles of his trade. Millions of 
our youths between the ages of fourteen and twenty- 
one, engaged in commerce and industry, are not grow- 
ing intellectually as they should either in general cul- 
ture or in a broad understanding of their particular 
occupation, with the result that they are not develop- 
ing into so high grade producers as is desirable or 
possible. This means a national loss. 

The trade school has proven a success in Germany ; 
its analogue, the Polytechnic schools of England and 
France are doing excellent work. Why not then profit 
by this example? It is high time that representatives 
of organized labor and organized capital put their 
heads together and promote a system of trade schools 
in this country. The trade unions have nothing to 
fear and the technical schools will not suffer. It will 
afford the youth the opportunity to qualify for the 
highest industrial positions now held by foreigners 
and his general intellectual growth will be stimulated. 

The question is one of great importance and deserv- 
ing of immediate consideration. We trust the repre- 
sentatives of capital and labor will unite in promoting 
a system of trade schools throughout the United 
States. 








Ir HAs been proven to the satisfaction of most sen- 
sible business men that treachery in the world of com- 
The Square merce is to say the least a short-sighted 
Dealinthe policy. The Machiavellian theory that a 
Business man ought never to keep his word when 
World. his interest might be jeopardized by so 
doing, has long since been recognized as the quickest 
route to the bankruptcy court. In course of time 
character will rule the world; not, mark you, because 
we heed the Sunday discourse from the pulpit or that 
we are patterning our lives after the Sermon on the 
Mount, but because we find that character will win 
where collateral will fail. Credit is frequently re- 
fused the man rated as wealthy and accorded the man 
whose wealth consists of what he earns from day to 
day. And this is not so strange as it may seem at first 
blush. It is all a question of the Square Deal. The 
wealthy man can pay but won’t and the other is just 
able and does. Bankers look just as closely at the man 
as they do at the securities. 

Securities may depreciate in value, lands may lose 
their value because of improvements in other direc- 
tions, flourishing enterprises which are gilt edge to- 
day, may, because of competition, have all the gilt 
rubbed off and become back numbers, but character 
does not depreciate in value nor can it be hurt by com- 
petition. Character insures a square deal at all times, 
and it is an axiom that a guarantee is not worth more 
than the man behind it. The crooked business man 
cannot see these things in this light; to his way of 
thinking it is akin to putting cupids and representa- 
tions of sentimental things on the ceilings of busi- 
ness houses, but the fact remains nevertheless that the 
house giving tlté Square Deal and with a reputation for 
giving the Square Deal will have the greater cause for 
satisfaction at the end of the financial year. 

Commercial ethics and methods of commerce have of 
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late years taken on a vastly different aspect; take, as 
an example, the house that offers to exchange goods or 
refund the money and does it willingly and without a 
murmur as against the house pursuing the opposite 
policy. The shopping public is quick to notice the 
difference and act accordingly. 

Character is the key note to every business transac- 
tion to-day. Business is not a grab game, and if you 
recall the men you have done business with during the 
past twenty-five years, you will find on top those who 
have eliminated everything that savored of treachery 
and who have taken as their motto, “Just a Square 
Deal for All.”

The process 
of exhaustive reasoning will not lead to the conclusion 
that the business world is emulating the example of 
the well organized charitable institution or that the 
business men of this country, during office hours, are 
modeling their lives after that of St. Vinvent of Paul. 
It is still a matter of dollars and cents with them, but 
they realize that in helping their customers they are 
helping themselves. The role of mentor to success 
is being assumed by many to-day (the school of corre- 
spondence will put you far forth on the highway to 
success for $5), and be it far from me to arrogate to 
myself the mantle of Wisdom, I venture to affirm, 
nevertheless, the house will achieve success that never 
allows its interest in its customer to flag. 

Nothing is more confusing to one’s sense of pro- 
priety than to turn quickly from the advertising pages 
of a magazine to the reading section. The mental 
picture of the Venus-like young lady who is braving 
the inclemency of the weather in order to demonstrate 
the advantages of wearing Jones’ famous transparent 
corsets is transferred to the simple story of rustic life, 
and we Anglo-Saxons receive a shock. 

It is passing strange that we will allow in the ad- 
vertising section what we would not for one moment 
tolerate in the body of the magazine. If in the serial 
story the author mentioned that his heroine was in no 
danger of catching pneumonia because she wore 
webbed underwear and a picture of the lady were in- 
serted, one with which we all are familiar, taken from 
the advertising section, what a how! of indignation 
would go up, and how many subscriptions would be 
immediately cancelled! It would mean the lowering 
of the moral standard of the magazine, and the public 
will not stand for vulgarity. 

Can you imagine what would happen if another 
distinguished writer said in the course of his serial

What does real greatness consist of, and how can 
it be achieved? These are questions deserving of seri- 
ous thought, and ones that have lately been given at- 
tention by one of our leading educators—President 
Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale. He was addressing the 
graduates, and giving them some good advice, so good 
that perhaps it will not be out of place right here. He 
said: 

“Men are saved by what they do, not by what they 
profess, But it is not enough to get things done. 
They must be done right. 

“In law or in medicine, in business or in politics, 
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you will find heroes that you wish to be like. A strong 
man of any kind will find friends and followers. Be 
he prize fighter or fanatic, politician or millionaire, 
philosopher or Christian, there will be men who will 
choose him for a hero and stand or fall by the choice. 

“I believe that whenever it comes to a great crisis— 
political, industrial, or moral—there is enough of the 
spirit of Christ in America to save us. 





“But though we have good ground for hope we are 
far short of having ground for complacent assurance. 
That part of our people which turns with avidity to 
sensational accounts of robbery and arson and murder 
is not far removed from the multitude that cried, ‘Not 
this man, but Barabbas!’ 

“That part which looks to platform or press for ap- 
peals to its passions, and which seeks a leader who can 
give voice to the promptings of its own prejudices or 
emotions, has advanced little beyond the stage of those 
who clamored for the crucifixion. 

“And that part of our people which, though more 
respectable than the first group and more enlightened 
than the second, is nevertheless content to make pros- 
perity in business or politics the test of success, and to 
give all its thoughts to the attainment of that prosper- 
ity by any means not too grossly inconsistent with re- 
spectability or enlightenment, does. not differ greatly 
from him who washed his hands of the whole matter 
that was the most momentous in the world’s history. 

“I do you the justice to think that-none of you will 
choose Barabbas. Nor do I believe that many of you 
will be found in the group that follows Caiaphas. But 
there is danger, and grave danger, that without know- 
ing it you will enroll yourselves among the followers 
and worshipers of Pontius Pilate. 

“As we look back on the pages of history, the men 
whose figures rise large and inspiring are not those 
who amassed fortunes or won battles or conquered 
empires; but those who, amid the hostility of the 
critics and the indifference of the world about them, 
have strongest stood for principle. 

“The battles and the fortunes of a Marlborough— 
nay, the very empire of a Louis—pale before the ma- 
jestic constancy of purpose of William of Orange. 

“In the great drama of slavery and secession we 
draw our largest inspiration not from the brilliant 
arguments of the orators nor the brilliant strategy of 
the generals but from the patient endurance of two 
great, heavy hearted men on opposite sides, unlike in 
all else but alike in unselfish devotion to principle as 
they understood it—Lee and Lincoln.”

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STOVES IN JAPAN. 








The fuel in Japan is charcoal, wood, coal, coke and 
kerosene oil. The Japanese cooking apparatus is of 
two kinds—one of the “shichirin,” a smail portable 
construction of metal or earthenware, costing from 25 
cents to $1.25, and heated by means of charcoal; the 
other, the “kamado,” a kind of stationary furnace, 
built of brick and mortar, the price varying from $1.25 
to $10, and burning wood as fuel. The houses are 
usually heated by charcoal braziers, costing from 50 
cents to $15. 

Foreigners there use cooking stoves, of which some 
are imported from America, England and France, but 
the greater number are of the Japanese make, while 
their residences and offices are heated by grates and 
stoves, most of which are of Japanese manufacture, 
though those houses built by foreigners are usually 
fitted out with American and English grates. Only a 
few furnaces and steam heating plants are in use. 
Very creditable stoves and grates are made there, and 
though somewhat inferior in quality and finish they are 
largely taking the place of the imported article on 
account of the cheap prices at which they are sold. 
The prices of Japanese manufactured stoves and grates 
show a great variation, the approximate figures being: 
Office stoves, from $3.50 to $48; cooking stoves, from 
$7.50 to $98; oil stoves, from $3.50 to $39.50, and 
grates, from $3.50 to $40.

STOVES AND RANGES FOR SPAIN. 





Heating apparatus for closets such as oil or gas 
stoves, can be successfully introduced in Corunna, 
Spain, according to British investigation. The houses 
there are almost all built without chimneys and the 
buildings not being of the first-class built, suffer con- 
siderably from the cold during the Autumn and Win- 
ter months. The method heretofore in greatest favor 
for keeping rooms warm has been the old-fashioned 
charcoal brazier, but this is now falling into disfavor. 
Many small gas stoves or petroleum lamp stoves are 
in use but petroleum is very dear and the small gas 
stoves are not very satisfactory. A good portable stove 
consuming a minimum of fuel would probably have 
considerable success in the long run. Although it 
might require some time to get it into general favor. 
The Spaniards are very conservative in their habits. 
The same remarks would also apply to good kitchen 
ranges. Those in use at the present time are mostly 
of Spanish or French make and are placed on a strong 
inarble or stone slab raised about two and one-half 
feet from the ground under the chimney. The ranges 
themselves are about one and one-half feet deep and 
three feet in length, leaving very little space for an 
oven. These stoves are also proportionately very ex- 
pensive as the average price for an ordinary sized one 
is from $30.00 to $35.00. This information should be 
of value to American manufacturers.

WAGES SHOW A MARKED GAIN. 





In the quarterly bulletin of the New York state de- 
partment of labor Commissioner Sherman calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the figures show that during the 
first three months of this year the average wages of 
wage earners were $3, as compared with $2.85 during 
the same period last year, and were much higher than 
the average wages usually earned. 

A year ago the average quarterly earnings of organ- 
ized wage workers were only $187, as compared with 
$212 this year. But last year the average duration of 
employment in the three months was only sixty-six 
days, as compared with seventy-one days this year. 
In no recent year has the average number of days of 
employment in the first quarter exceeded sixty-eight. 

The estimated cost of buildings authorized in the 
metropolis in the first quarter of 1905 ($50,000,000) 
was unprecedented, but has been largely exceeded by 
the first cost of buildings projected in the first quarter 
of 1906, which was no less than $64,700,000, the in- 
crease being in the boroughs of Manhattan and 
Queens. 

There was a net gain of nine labor unions (116 
going out of existence) during the six months ended 
on March 30, making the total number of unions in 
the state 2,411. Their membership is 394,270, a gain 
of 3 per cent in six months.

SWEDISH-GERMAN COMMERCIAL TREATY. 





A new treaty of commerce and navigation has been 
signed between Sweden and Germany, to continue 
until December 31, 1910. Sweden engages not to 
levy any export duty on iron ores, and in return the 
export companies are to pay the government a cer- 
tain share in their profits after 1911, and all the ore 
mines and plants are to revert to the government ab- 
solutely after fifty years. In the usual most favored 
nation clause an exception is made for Norway, Ger- 
many engaging not to claim the benefit of any special 
advantages enjoyed by Norwegian subjects and trade.

AN IMPROVED APPLICATION OF HOT-AIR 
HEATING. 


By A. O. Jones, at the semi-annual meeting of the Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Engineers on July 20. 

An improved warm-air heating system’ which has 
rendered modern furnace work less complicated—an 
ever increasing number of practical and perfectly 
working heating plans—make it possible to describe 
a thoroughly tested and practical heating system; a 
system insuring the greatest amount of heat from a 
given quantity of fuel, and one enabling the operator 
to control the supply of warm air, directing it at will 
into the rooms to be heated, securing ventilation at a 
small expense and reducing the cost of installing warm- 
air furnaces, at the same time increasing their eff- 
ciency, is, in the writer’s estimation, and in the face 
of rapidly disappearing prejudices, a system worthy 
of universal adoption. 

The system under consideration differs from those 
in common use in that ventilation is secured in all 
rooms and the basement is not filled with warm-air 
pipes, but consists of the placing of any modern warm- 
air furnace of the correct size in an ordinary basement 
of reasonable height. The furnace to be centrally 
located and supplied with fresh air of an amount equal 
to at least 90 per cent of the combined area of the 
basement pipes, and the warm-air chamber connected 
by one-half the number of warm-air pipes ordinarily 
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used to improved warm-air registers placed in the 
wall of each room on the first floor, with a wall pipe 
continuing from the top of each register box to the 
rooms on the second floor, using for heating each two 
rooms—one on the first floor and one on the second— 
a basement pipe with capacity equal to the capacity of 
two pipes necessary for heating these two rooms sep- 
arately. The manner of connecting the wall pipe to 
the top of the improved side wall register is shown in 
the illustration; also the method of pipe construction 
in the basement. 

The advantages to be gained are that ventilation is 
secured in all the rooms, as these registers are pro- 
vided with a double metal box, arranged with ‘an air 
space between the inner and outer casing, and a venti- 
lating opening, where air is drawn out of the rooms 
being heated and is conducted through the air space 
upwards, around the wall pipe—if single wall pipes are 
used—or through the space between the two casings of 
a double wall pipe when the latter are used. 


The heat of the wall pipe causing an upward current 
insures a rapid movement of the foul air to a point 
in the attic directly above the registers, where it should 
be conducted through vent pipes to a chimney flue not 
used for any other purpose. 

It will be seen that cellar air—as ordinarily used for 
protection when double wall pipes are used—is not 
allowed to enter the space between the two casings of 
the wall pipe, but, instead, air is drawn from the rooms ; 
therefore, coal dust and fine ashes are not found escap- 
ing through the registers, as is sometimes the case with 
the systems that have been in use before the introduc- 
tion of this system, which has been adopted by a great 
many furnace dealers who testify to the practicability 
of the system described. 

The advantages of being able to utilize all of the 
warm air from the furnace in the first floor rooms when 
the second floor rooms are not in use should not be 
overlooked, for as is well known—with the old plan 
of installation—the closing of the second floor regis- 
ters or the dampers in the pipes leading to the second 
floor registers, does not increase the amount of air 
delivered to the first floor rooms, but simply causes the 
air to be overheated, which is very objectionable— 
often giving rise to the argument which is advanced 
regarding vitiated air. While with this improved 
system the full amount of the air supply is constantly 
moving, and when the second floor rooms are not in 
use the fire in the furnace must necessarily be checked 
and a larger amount of air is supplied at a lower tem- 
perature. 

When the second floor rooms are in use the increased 
velocity of the air in the perpendicular or wall pipes 
makes it possible to heat rooms on the first floor located 
some distance from the furnace, which is difficult with- 
ut the assistance of the suction caused by the wall 
pina 

he reduced number of warm-air pipes in the base- 

nt makes it possible to connect the larger warm-air 

nductor at a point on the bonnet of the casings where 
an run straight to the register. This makes angles 
ecessary, excepting in rare cases, and as a straight 
is the shortest distance between two given points, 
least possible amount of piping is used with very 
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few angles; therefore, the friction and radiation is re- 
duced to a minimum, which means cooler basements 
and warmer living rooms, to say nothing of the re- 
duction of cost in installation. 

This system, therefore, renders 
work less complicated, insures perfectly 
warm-air heating plants, securing the greatest possible 
amount of warm air from a given quantity of fuel, re- 
duces the cost of installing furnaces, and makes failure 
almost impossible.

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Trade Report. 


- THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

Midsummer consumption of hardware products not- 
withstanding the holiday week, fails to record the cur- 
tailment of former years and a record breaking month 
is already anticipated. The passing of the inventory 
period has already brought an avalanche of orders to 
Heavy Hardware jobbers, and that stocks are gen- 
erally low, i§ indicated by the prompt shipments de- 
manded. In builders’ hardware no relief is in sight 
and practically all of the manufacturers are unable to 
make deliveries in less than three months. Advances 
ranging from 5 to Io per cent have been made on 
rules, plumbs and levels, Tri-squares, bevels, etc., and 
tubular goods—-and deliveries from manufacturers are 
so slow that jobbers experience much difficulty in 
keeping up their stocks. 





CONDITION OF TRADE. 


The manner in which the trade keeps up its volume, 
notwithstanding the summer, with its vacations and 
other incidental interruptions to business, is the sub- 
ject of frequent remark. While manufacturers are 
probably not.as. far behind their orders as they were 
a month or two ago, and their shipments are made 
somewhat more promptly, they are, with some few 
exceptions, working under pressure and unable to ac- 
cumulate stocks to any great extent. The volume of 
business is not only exceptional for this time of the 
year, but would be a large business for any season. 
Orders are coming in freely from the jobbing trade 
and the larger retailers, but from the South and South- 
west they are noticeably heavy, indicating prosperous 
conditions and an expanding trade. In this state of 
things prices.age not only well maintained, but in not 
a few lines advances are taking place. There is, how- 
ever, a conservative disposition on the part of manu- 
facturers, who refrain from making unnecessary ad- 
vances in their goods, and as a result the market as 
a whole is on a moderate level considering the cost of 
the raw material and labor. Many manufacturers are 
embarrassed by the difficulty in obtaining steel, which 
the mills are unable to supply in sufficient quantities 
to meet the requirements of their customers. The 
question as to how the crops will turn out is naturally 
canvassed with the usual solicitude, as so much de- 
pends on the harvests, but fortunately the outlook is 
promising for an abundant yield. While the great 
grain crops of the country are of prime significance, 
there is so much diversity of agricultural interests, and 
the minor products are of such value and importance 
that there is little reason to apprehend and serious in- 
terruption of existing prosperity on account of any 
local and partial disappointment in the results of har- 
vest. Enterprise in general certainly continues to 
manifest itself in liberal expenditures, and while the 
railroads of the country are almost constantly in the 
market, and public improvements are made with gener- 
ous outlay, thé manufacturing and commerical classes 





are extending their facilities, and building in general 
continues on an almost unprecedented scale. With this 
condition of things at home it is gratifying to note 
that the foreign trade of the country is making a new 
record, in which the products of iron and stele occupy 
a conspicuous place, 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


Manufacturers of bar iron are very optimistic over 
the future. Within the last ten days, demand has 
greatly increased due to the expiration of contracts 
made a year ago. The six months just ended were 
not particularly active from the standpoint of new ton- 
nage as most of the large consumers were operating 
on contracts made in 1906. Now that most of these 
have expired, producers are looking for an increased 
volume of business over that booked last year since 
present prices and general trade conditions are more 
inviting than they were in June and July last year. Mill 
prices, Chicago delivery, are quoted as follows: 

Bar iron, 1.66%c; soft steel bars and bands, 1.66%c, 
half extras; soft steel angles, less than 3 x 3, 1.76%c; 
hoops, 2.06'%4c base, full extras ; old rail stock, 1.65%. 
Jobbers report a good demand from: stock, with prices 
firm. We quote bar iron, 2.10c, full extras; soft stee! 
rounds and squares, 3 inches and larger, $2 per 100 
pounds base; flats, 2 inches to 4 inches by 1% inch 
and larger, $2 per 100 pounds base; flats, 2 inches to 
4 inches by 1% inch and larger, $2 per 100 pounds 
base; flats, 444 inches x 5 inches, and 6 inches x 5-16 
inch and thicker, $2 per 100 pounds base; all ovals, 
half rounds, $2 per 100 pounds base; steel bands, $1.85 
to $1.95 half extras; soft steel hoops, $2.30 to $2.40 
full extras. Other sizes not mentioned above, $1.85 
per 100 pounds base, plus half extras. 


WIRE PRODUCTS. 

The scarcity of raw material is the most serious 
problem confronting manufacturers of wire products 
Even the American Steel & Wire Company is cur 
tailing its operations because of a shortage in rods. 
Although independent mills are feeling the deart! 
the most keenly, many of them being dependent on this 
concern for their supply while a number of plants are 
shut down for repairs many more are operating to onl) 
part of their capacity by reason of this shortage. There 
is no evidence of a decline in demand and manufac- 
turers anticipate doing a larger business in July than 
they have ever done before in this month, despite tl 
present handicap in the scarcity of labor and stec! 
Prices are firm but without change and we quote mi! 
shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: 

Wire nails, $2; painted barbed wire, $2.15; galvan- 
ized barbed wire, $2.45; smooth annealed wire, $1.55: 
smooth galvanized wire, $2.15 ; polished staples, $2.15:

Unusual strength has been imparted to the local 
inarket by the decreased production of Southern fur- 
naces as a result of the labor famine in the South. The 
Tennessee Republic interest is the principal in this 
respect. This company has three furnaces ready to 
blow in, two at Bessemer and one at Thomas, but lacks 
the ore and coat with which to start with. Other fur- 
naces are suffering in proportion to their requirements, 
and necessarily deliveries from the South have been 
seriously retarded. The demand for spot iron has in- 
creased, Northern furnaces feeling the brunt of it.

Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
letter : 

Business during the week, while of good tonnage and 
well distributed, has not been marked by any special sales 
of unusual size or any other unexpected feature. Conditions 
are eminently satisfactory both to buyer and seller and this 
is reflected in the general tone of reports throughout the 
country. As we advance into the last half, the outlook for 
steady market is improved almost daily. Demand for iron 
generally is strong and furnaces have little or nothing now 
unsold for the third quarter, and sales for the last half have 
been freely made. Consumption, which has heretofore pro- 
ceeded as a record breaker, shows no signs of diminution, 
whereas production, as shown by sstatistics available for 
June, is falling behind. During that month there was 100,000 
tons approximately less production than in April, the next 
thirty-day month previous. June was a trying month for 
furnaces, besides being a short one, and it is hardly likely 
that this reduction will be duplicated to such an extent. 
However, the fact that in the face of enormous consumption 
and sold-up condition of furnaces, the available supply should 
be curtailed in the midst of the year to this extent, is worthy 
of very serious consideration. 

Bessemer and basic are still scarce and it is not expected 
that any increase in the supply of those grades will come 
until late in the fall. It is reported that the entire capacity 
of the Bessemer furnaces of western Pennsylvania and east- 
ern Ohio has been engaged for the next four months, and it 
is believed that a sharp advance in prices of this grade will 
soon be recorded. 

Prices are very firm for both Northern and Southern 
product, in some cases advances having been recently regis- 
tered. Shortage of labor is cutting a big figure, in the South 
particularly, and will operate strongly against normal output 
in that district during several months to come. 

Last November we remarked on the exceptionally favor- 
able report of commercial failures in this country during the 
month of October, 1905. An interesting item at this time is 
this same report for June, the most satisfactory of its kind 
as to the amount of defaulted indebtedness of any month 
since last October. As current mercantile conditions are 
best indicated by the very last period for which comparison 
is available, this is simply another bit of evidence as to 
zeneral conditions and should add to the confidence which 
's felt in the future. 

Coke shows up strongly each week. There is a good 
buying movement among the foundries and the activity in 
the leading districts is unusual. Prices are firm and a num- 
ber of producers are sold up to such an extent that they do 
10t care to consjder business for thirty to sixty days. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly letter: 

While in comparison with the few preceding it the past 
week has seemed quiet, the situation is unquestionably very 
strong. In the South the extreme shortage of labor is becom 
ing a source of great worry, and a number of furnaces that 
have undergone repairs and are ready and anxious to blow 
in, find this impossible owing to the insufficient supply of ore 
and fuel. Production is still very much below the demand, 
and higher foundry grades are scarce. This is especially true 
of No. 2 foundry and 2 soft, which grades are absolutely 
impossible for anything like prompt shipment. Home con- 
sumption in the South continues at a lively rate, and the 
mills, which are extraordinarily busy for this season of the 
year, are taking a big part of the Southern output 

The Ohio furnaces are practically sold up through the 
entire third quarter. Most of them are running full but are 
steadily falling behind on shipments 

Inquiries are mostly for small lots ranging from carloads 
to a few hundred tons for prompt shipment, and in many 
instances come from large consumers who failed to cover 
during*the recent activity, and who still seem to prefer buying 
as the iron is needed. They are finding this method ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory owing to the dearth of spot iron, and 
are crowding the furnaces by telegraph and telephone to 
hurry shipments. The basic and Bessemer market seems to 
grow stronger each day. In the most important sections 
these furnaces are practically sold up for the balance of the 
year. The little that has been available during the past few 
days has brought top-notch prices. 

' Foundry and furnace coke is exceptionally strong and 

prices firm. 

Altogether the outlook is very propitious, and it is im- 
possible for us to see the remainder of r906 through other 
than rose-colored glasses.
